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This article will deal with a series of 16" radio transcriptions 
recorded by the RCA Manufacturing Co. , Inc., for the National 
Broadcasting Co. , Inc. , and issued on the THESAURUS label under 
the name of RHYTHM MAKERS. The RHYTHM MAKERS or 
RHYTHM MAKERS ORCHESTRA, having appeared all three ways, 
spasmodically. This name, or names were used to cover, as well 
as to hide the identity, of, the swing bands recording on Thesaurus 
from the period of early 1935 thru the end of 1939. Beginning in 
1940, many of the same bands continued recording on Thesaurus, 
however their true names were used, on the labels. The reason 
for the cloak was a contractual obligation with their various com- 
mercial record companies, forbidding the band leaders involved, 
from making transcriptions for radio station use, only. 

Due to the fact that RCA no longer has any records of any type, 
on Thesaurus material recorded before 1940, all of the informa- 
tion forthcoming, has been taken from my own personal library 
of Thesaurus material, which may not be complete. Personnels 



listed are based on my own ear and judgement, as well as the 

approximate recording dates. At this time I would certainly like 

to mention the fact that I am very anxious to hear from anyone 

that has, or knows about any Rhythm Makers transcriptions that are 

not listed in this article. There are undoubtedly some that I have 

left out, but in 12 years of collecting this series, I have never 

come across any others, and would have no idea what they might 

be. A word of caution - many of the Rhythm Makers titles were 

reissued in the Thesaurus 1100 series, in 1941, however there 

were also many titles that were originally recorded and labeled 

under the band leader's true name, and later reissued in this 1100 

series under the cloak of "The Rhythm Makers", so that the only 

information that lam looking for would pertain to Rhythm Makers 

discs not listed here, other than the 1100 series, as well as info I 

will ask as the article progresses. Also would like to have your 

comments, corrections, etc. ■ , t ■ Vj — .—. — - ... ,.

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PRETTY PIANOING -Cont'd) 

MEADE LUX LEWIS has been represented within the past few 
years by a set" of standards done for TOPS (L-1533) and more for 
ABC-PAR (164). Both have hoked-up pianos, possibly the same 
one, and boisterous accompaniment, but each is so expertly played 
that they are both well worth having. 

GEORGE Z.ACK is remembered best, perhaps, for the few sides 
he did with MUGGSY SPANIER on the Fabulous BLUEBIRD sides, 
and his instability was probably the chief reason for his appearance 
at a dismayingly few record sessions, considering his smashing ; 
exciting style. However, COMMODORE did corner him long 
enough to produce eight fine examples including ACE IN THE 
HOLE, BLUE, MY MELANCHOLY BABY and ANGRY. Unfortunat- 
ly there are drums, but there are so. 'few Zack sides that these are 
musts for the serious jazz piano collector, Another fine disc is a 
group of solos by ROBIN WETTERAUon EMPIRICAL 103. The 
soloist was with the DIXIELAND RHYTHM KINGS OF DAYTON, 
OHIO at the time of recording (1953) and his versions of TROUBfLE 
IN MIND, ST. JAMES INFIRMARY, TISHOMINGO BLUES, and 
OF ALL THE WRONGS, among others, are important additions to 
the jazz scene. 

MARVIN ASH, who has played invigorating piano in many a 
hot group, essayed a solo stint for the much lamented JUMP label, 
and one of the very fewjump LPs is Marvin, all by himself, doing 
SWEET LORRAINE, AIN'T MISBEHAVIN', TEMPTATION RAG. 
AFTER I SAY I'M SORRY and TISHOMINGO BLUES, amongst 
others, all of exceptional merit and up to Jump's very high 
recording standard. 

Sweet piano that is not offensively sticky is hard to find, but 
offhand I can think of the very pleasant and recklessly unfettered 
JULIUS MONK SIMPLY PLAYS! (OFF BROADWAY 400). While 
Mr. Monk will encourage those who never got very far with their 
piano-playing, he never slips up on a single chord or clutters up 
the unhackneyed vehicles he chooses, many of them rescued from 
an undeserved obscurity. Then there is RUDOLF FRIML doing 
eight of his own compositions on DE DL 5389, which is as mes- 
merizing an example of a composer interpretingjhis own material 
as you'll ever find. Mr. Friml has recorded before, and since , 
but never with the spirit and originality displayed on this gem of 
a decade ago, and the piano tone is perfect. 

Jazz and ragtime piano accompaniments used to be more in 
vogue than they are now, but never half as much as they deserved 
to be: the pop. singers of the twenties used to have a lot of piano 
behind them . . . RUTH ETTING and RUBE BLOOM, or FRANK 
SIGNORELLI, for example: who ever will forget Ruth's BECAUSE 
MY BABY DON'T MEAN MAYBE, or FALLING IN LOVE AGAIN. . . 
but where are the piano backgrounds today? An occasional one 
turns up. as on ELLA FITZGERALD'S numbers from LET NO MAN 
WRITE MY EPITAPH, thirteen lovely, dreamy, expressive solos 
by Ella with only PAUL SMITH at the piano, perfectly depicting 
the moody atmosphere required for the sombre film. Ella has 
never been more effective, with most of her irritating fill-ins 
mercifully omitted. Alas, this plus the solo piano were necessities 
of the script that would have given way to the usual improving on

RED ALLEN - A Wonderful Fellow 
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It was in 1929 in New York City when I met a very quiet and 
fine young man, Henry Red Allen, at the Victor Record stfldio 
It was to be this day that Red and myself were to record Funny 
Feathers and How Do They Do It That Way for Victor. Actually, 
this was the second time I recorded these titles. I cut them on 
OKeh records earlier, just before I left for my Hallelujah picture 
in 1928, with none other than Pops Louie Armstrong. When I re- 
turned from my filming to New York, OKeh records (with whom 
I had been with since 1926) and myself decided to disagree and I 
went over to Victor who were really hot after me. That's how I 
got to meet Red and how I got to record the tunes with him. It 
was a wonderful date. What splendid hot solos he took! ! 

Then Red and myself became good music friends. He took 
me to his home and I met his sweet wife and his two little child- 
ren. They were all so nice and I visited them many times after- 
ward. 

Weill, I left New York and went on the road out west for a 
long time. The next time I saw Red was in the mid 30s when he 
was the trumpet man with Lucky Millinder, and he was blowing 
some trumpet to Ride Red Ride which was the rave. I have never 
heard anybody blow it like Henry Red Allen. When he played it 
the people would go wild, me in the middle of it all. 

The next time I saw Red he was under the management of Joe 
Glaser and he was at the Paramount rehearsal hall of the Para- 
mount Theatre swinging away with: Pops Armstrong whose show was 
preparing to open there with the picture, Swing High, Swing 
Low. I introduced Red to my husband Billy Adams and they 
became very good friends. You know! Billy was such a funny 
little fellow you had to like him. 

Well!, I moved on down the line to Chicago and that was the 
last I saw of Red until the early 50s. I was working at Stuyvesant 
; Casino in New York. Hot Lips Page told me that Red was at 
Ryans and asked me if I wanted to go by there after I got off from 
work. I flipped my wig! I was so glad! So we went and I really 
had a good time hearing my old friend Red again. Then I became 
like 'one of the boys' going every chance I had to Ryans to hear 
him. Red was so nice to me and he would always make sure I 
was comfortable, plus offering me refreshments. To top it off 
he would say at closing time, "Come on Spivey, let me drop 
you off uptown. " He had one of those big, big Buicks. There 
were sometimes 7 or 8 of us riding with Red seeing the sights. 
We used to end up at a place on 7th Avenue where we could get 
that good old Southern cooking. 

A wonderful thing about Red is that he is always trying to let 
his public know all about you. When he's on the stand he always 
keeps his eyes peeled for some forgotten musician and singer and 
he introduces them with much appeal. That includes me and if 
I may say it leaves such a warm feeling of respect for Red from 
everyone he introduces. Wherever Red plays the public likes 
him. Firstly, he's got a million dollars worth of personality, a 
good voice and he blows the devil out of that trumpet. Who 
could ask for anything morel Red's children are grown now, and 
he is still happily married to his first love, his sweet wife. 

I was with him not so long ago and we had a short but wonder- 
ful discussion about yesteryear. At the time of this writing, he 
was doing a great job at the Metropole off Times Square, which 
is nothing new. As you know he had the Metropole sewed up for 
a whole lot of years previously, and he ha«s given lots of musicians 
work. There are so many nice things I can say but I need not 
say more. Just go see and hear him. - VICTORIA SPIVEY

We will continue next time with Ajax 17110. It will be 
noted that from 17096 to 17115 all known issues are simply dupli- 
cations of non-race material from regular Compo labels (Apex, 
Starr Gennett, etc.), mostly Plaza masters. In this range our 
missing items maybe filled in if those with Apex or other Compo 
labels will report data for any sides showing 17000 Ajax catalog 
numbers in the wax. 

Label of the Month: Our choice this time is a name used 
down through the years as the name of a record label. This par- 
ticular version may be the first since it dates back to 1921. The 
label is black with all printing in gold; it is the Crown label. 
Details for our specimen ("A" side illustrated) are: Crown K-14 - 
A. The Love Nest, Introducing "Mary" (L. A. Hirsch) (wh: 
17013-2; wt: 9014 A)/B. The Love Boat (From "Ziegfeld's Follies 
of 1920") (V. Herbert) (wh: 17016-2; wt: 9014 B). Both sides as 
by Selvin's Novelty Orchestra. 

These are Arto recordings. The corresponding Arto catalog 
number appears in the wax of the Crown issues (9014 in our illus- 
tration). The Crown "K" series corresponds to Arto's dance-and- 
popular 9000 series; and the Crown catalog number consists of 
this "K" prefix, plus the last two digits of the equivalent Arto 
catalog number. Thus, our example Crown K-14 is from Arto 
9014, on which the same coupling has been seen by us. Likewise, 
the same coupling appears on Ansonia H-14 and Globe K-14; and 
very possibly also on other Arto-family members. 

The Crown record was apparently a product of the Arto Com-

pany itself; at least the trademark "Crown" with the design 
illustrated here was registered by the Arto Co. , of Orange, N.J. , 
"for talking-machine records and for music rolls. " According to 
the trademark certificate, this Crown trademark had been con- 
tinuously in use since Jan. 1, 1921; and that date could possibly 
be the beginning of Crown records. Arto records go back little 
more than a month earlier, having reached only Arto 9024-9029 
in the December 1920 Arto release, the first found in "Talking 
Machine World. " 

This Crown label is not at all common and may have been 
short-lived. We have found no more than half a dozen specimens, 
which give a known catalog range from Crown K-14 to K-39. 
Even within this limited range, there may not necessarily have 
been a Crown issue for every Arto issue. We have yet to see a 
"standard-series" Crown, if there are any, corresponding to the 
Arto 3000 's. Should any exist, they could be expected to have a 
prefix other than "K" -possibly, "L", by analogy with Globe and 
Hytone. 

Further comments and data are solicited. Can anyone offer 
anything of interest? Any Crowns below K-14 or above K-39? 
Any "Standard" Crowns?
